ought (as we have op- 

„ portunity) to offer up 
our Morning, and Evening Sacrifice 
of Prayer in the Houſe of GOD - 
and ſince in the time of Sickneſs, 
ue need more eſpecially the bene- 
fits of daily Devotion, and of 
communicating with Heaven ; it 
behoves every Chriſtian , to the 
| urmoſt 
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utmoſt of his power, ( beſides his 


ſecret Devotions) to perform this 
holy Exerciſe in his Chamber, and 
with his Friends, and thoſe of the 
ſame Family, when he is diſabled 
from going to God's Sanctuary.

F the Sick Perſon is confin d 


to his Bed, and cannot put 
himſelf into the proper ge/fture of 
Prayer, he is not thereupon to 
think himſelf exempted from this 
Duty, but to pray the more ear 


neſtly, in proportion to his wants:

but God will graciouſly receive his 
Supplieatious, when coming from a 
warm, and penitent Soul; though 
he cannot accompany them (as 
otherwiſe tis fitting to do) witli 
the outward acts of Adoration.
